Hall, one of the best 
known and most prosperous citizens of 
Scott county, died nt his home in 
Georgetown Friday morning after an 
illness of over three months, during 
which time many physiciana ware an- 
able to diagnose the case. 

Mr. Hall was 45 years of age and a 
member of a pioneer faimly of Scott 
county. He was a brother of Mr. Jos. 
M. Hall, of this city, who was called 
to Georgetown Wednesday on account 
of his serious illness and was at his 
bedside when the end came. 

Beisdes hia wife, who was formerly 
Miss Maggie Funk, of Fayette county, 
and brother, Mr. Jos. M. Hall, of 
Paris, he is survived by two sisters.

Jud^e O'Kear's organ, the Louis- 
ville Herald, which is owned by a 
Chicago Republican who doesn't even 
vote in Kentucky, published an article 
recently giving Judge O'Rear credit 
for the decision in the Eastern Ken- 
tucky land case which it says made 
John G. C. M ayo rich. Of course, 
amybody but the subsidized and 
foreign owned Herald knows that Mr. 
Mayo made his fortjne in Eastern 
Kentucky long before the Court of 
Appeals and the Supreme Court of the 
United States passed upon the lind 
titles in Eastern Kentucky. 

But Mr. Mayo ia not a candidate for 
Governor or for uny other office, but 
he reaervca the right as a Democrat to 
support the Denocratic ticket, and he 
is tfeing so in his usual earnest and 
vifforoua fashion. 

The Horald would like the voters of 
Eastran Kentucky to believe that this 
decision was rendered "solely by Judge 
O'Rear. but it happened that there 
wene aix other judges on the bench, 
all of them Democrats, and that all iof 
them took the same view of this 
ttfietion that Judge O'Rear did. and it 
ahif the uoanimoua opinisn of this 
Court, made up of six Demiaerats aBbd 
one repbuilcan. which was approved 
by the United States Supreme Court. 

If Mr. Mayo benefited by that de- 
cieion. then all other land owners in 
Eastern Kentucky were also beaafit- 
ed, but it cannot be truthfully said 
that Judge O'Rear made Mr. Mayo or 
any of these property owners rich, ar d
